In attem pting to take Wilton, the 
liminal. Sheriff J. B. Kearbey w a s

-on w a s responsible for in that -ca­ 
tion of the country. 
Wilson 
was 
tilled instantly, but the sheriff lived 
until Monday morning. 
The -heriff and

nit looking for a negro charged with 
m urder and when about three milos 
from Poplar Blurt’ they accosted Wil­ 
na and tile George boy asleep by a 
am p fire.

Should this tail as a last 
resort, those who have for years re­ 
ceived free gas should cheerfully re- 
imimr-e the treasury for the value 
of what they have unlawfully taken 
since May 1st, 1913.

night, will pass a bill entrusting the 
nation's fate to the Salandra cabi- 
net. 


Pope Benedict has cast the weight
